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I have talked with Dr. Gary Huber, Dr. Rabkin and Dave 
Hardy concerning the Harvard project. 

A letter from Dr. Huber generally describing his request 
for an extension is enclosed. Also enclosed is a Beth Israel 
memorandum on direct costs. We do anticipate having to make some 
overhead payment v/ith regard to the present five-year funding as 
well as on the renewal, but cannot make a definite recommendation 
at this time. 

Dr. Huber 'will be out of the country until about June 1. 
Upon his return we will meet with him to develop further details 
concerning the requested extension. These will then be sent to 
you for your consideration. 

A copy of thiis letter, together with the material referred 
to, is being sent to the members of the Research Liaison Committee. 

It would be premature, in Dave's opinion, to set a meeting 
dal e to discuss this matter in depth. V7e need more information 
from Dr. Huber first. Those of you, therefore, who may have 
marked the date of June 8 for a possible meeting may scrub it. 

With regard to Dr. Huber's request for a three-year re¬ 
newal, he told me that the lease on Charlesgate West (where the 
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animal experimentation is proceeding) can be renewed for that 
period, and that the period of academic appointments of Harvard 
is normally three years. _ ' '-v • V:V-v.
